cruell w2ong and tyzanny, dzawing many by peffilent and 
ſubtil with large pzomiſe of recompence and 
reward, to foyne with him in his moſt wicked and vnlawful 
enterpꝛiſe, which in the end turneth to the deffruction both 
ofhimlelfe, and his followers, as by ſunday pamphlets may 


fire of 
king, did not onely with great humility and ſwerte perſwa⸗ 
ſions ſteale the peoples harts vnto bimiſelfe, but in ſuch ſoꝛte 
cauſed them to bzeake their allegeance to their gracious ſo- 
uerain, that yelding to him, he ſhamed not to ſtand in arms 
againſt his own father, with intent to depzine him both of 
his Crown and life at one But the Lo2d by whoſe au- 


thoꝛity pꝛinces rule : their ſe ſone confounded 
ſo that their pꝛoud Captaine being tangled by the lang locks 


of his diſlopall head, was then by Joab ſlaine, and his Coim- 
ſailer Achitophel, foz ſazrow twke a halter and hung himſelf, 
which is the beſt end whereto all traitours come. 

With the like ſubtilties hath that Antichziſt of Rome, be⸗ 
witched and dangerouſly inticed all his followers to the pꝛa⸗ 
ctiſing of treaſon and rebellion, not onely within this Realm 
of England, but in France and Flanders alſo, and among 
all ſuch as pꝛoleſſe true religion, ſ&king by al diueliſh and 
wicked meanes to deface 4 rote out, the enerlaſting doctrine 
ol dur Lo Jeſus Chailt,, and to build and eſtabliſh the abs 
hominable kingdome of ſinne and doctrine of dinels , which 
the Lo2d ſhall conſume by the fler of his month, to the utter 
ouerth2ow of the papall dignity, which at this day ſtandeth 
as it were vppon one leg ready to receiue a deadly fall, which 
cauſeth the diuel to beſtir himſelf day and night, knowing he 
bath but a ſhozt time ta continue.

on mm the 2.9, of Junelaſt paff, thoſe in the 
Cittie of ſaint Denis, haning long withffood the King, 
reelded themielues and the towne to his mercy, — 
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tuer formd and knew to be loning and fauourable of conditi⸗ 
on, pꝛincely both in courage and courteſte, and thereſoꝛe ſo2- 
ro bolull fo: their diſobedience, vealded J ſay both themſelues 
and the towne to his Maieſtie, which Cittie is the place 
where the French kinges fo2 the moſt parte doe lie intom⸗ 
bed, and not farre diſtant from the Citty of Paris in which 
place the king himſelfe with his foꝛces centred in moſt ioytull 
ſoꝛte, and there lap diners dates, And his grace being ſetled 
in his lodging, eſpied in the chamber of pꝛeſence thzee men 
walking in the habit of gentlemen, whome hee knewe not, 
but his hart gaue him that they were not his friends, where- 
uppon his highneſſe ſent certaine ofhisnobiltty, to demande 
ol them what they were, and alſo the occaſion of their buſt- 
neſſe, which no doubt was a ſpecial motion of the Loꝛd, ther⸗ 
by to pꝛeuent the intended treaſon, fo2 the heart of man ſavth 
the Lozd is vnſearcheable, and who ſhall know it. Anſ were 
is made, I the Loꝛd God that hath made both the heart and 
rains, and pealdeth to euerie man accoꝛding to their woꝛks. 
Let all ſuch therefoꝛe which imagine miſchicfe , oꝛ intend 
wickednes, conſider that nothing is done ſo ſecret but ſhall 
be reuealed, and that the Loꝛd doth ſee euen the very thought 
of their hartes. Mhich when the Pꝛophet Dauid did conſi- 
der he ſaid, whether ſhall J fly from the pꝛeſence of my God, 
if I clime vp to heauen he is there, if J goe downe to hel he 
is there alſo, if I take the wings of the winde and fly into the 
vttermoſt parts of the Sea, there alſo will he finde mee out, 
ſo that nothing is kept from his fight, Theſe men being vp- 
pon the ſodaine thus examined not knowing what anſwere 
to make, kept ſuch a faultering in their woꝛdes, that therby 
they were ſuſpected ol euill, and their countenance declared, 
that their hartes did quake within them ſoꝛ very feare , ſo 
that herby may be gathered, that they were not ſent of God, 
but that their meſſage was of the diuell, fo2 the Loꝛd doeth 
ſtrengthen his meſſengers, and giues them a ready tongue 
to declare his wil, as may be pꝛoued by Moiſes and Acremy, 
who made con:plaint vnto God that they ſtamered and had 
uo ready ſpeache to declare the Loꝛdes cmbaſſage, but the 
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Loꝛd bad them not to feare foꝛ J wilbe with pon ſatfh he, ſo 
when our Dauienr Challt ſent fo2th his Apoſties, take no 
thought what vou ſhall ſpeake (quoth he) fo2 why hee made 
them ſafiicient in all wiſedomc and veterance, but contrari- 
wiſe theſe fellow2s had as it were their ſpeeche taken from 
them, no doubt cuen by him that gaue ſpeech to the reſt to 
ſpeake frecly, which was a meanes to finde ont their bloody 
and traiter cus intent, wherevppon they were ſtraight con- 
uaped to pꝛiſon, and there being narowly examined, they vo- 
lumtarily confeſſed that two of them were fricrs ofthe oꝛder 
of Saut Frances, and that the third was a Pꝛieſt, and how 
they were part ol the number ol twenty and foure that had 
conſpired andſwoꝛne the Binges death, 

Herebp map all chꝛiſtians perceiue, what holines conſi⸗ 
ſteth in Popiſh doctrine, and the bloody mindes of ſuch hipo⸗ 
criticall counterfaites, can that doctrine come from God 
which perſwadeth to kil and murder: nay, know we not that 
the Loꝛde hath ſctvowne a ſpeciall commaundement againſt 
it, but it ſhould ſerme the Pope can make the commaunde⸗ 
ment of God ol no fozce , if hee haue a minde otherwiſe to 
deale, whereby he doth manifeſtly pꝛoue himſelle to bee that 
Antichꝛiſt who ſitteth in the Temple of God boaſting him- 
ſelfe aboue al that is called God oꝛ is woꝛſhipped, but if Cain 

was accurſed fo2 the murder of his bꝛother Abell, can they 
be bleſſed which at the Popes commaund doe murder Kings 
and Pꝛinces: The Pꝛophet Dautd was of another minde, 
when hee ſaide, G © D fo2bidde J ſhoulde lap violent 
handes on the Lo2des annointed , but it may bee as 
the Pope clauneth vnto him ſelle a greater title then Dawud 
cuer did, ſo it ſhauld ſeeme he hath greater authoꝛitie being 
eſtermed ſo holy and bleſſed, that it is vnpolſible foz him to 
erre. But S. John ſaith: Whoſoeucr ſaith he hath no ſame 
is a lyer,and the truth is no in hun, woe vnto them that call 
light darkeneſſe and darkneſſe light, and that call god euil, 
and cuill god. If the Loꝛd Chꝛiſt rebutied Peter fo cutting 
off Palcus eare, what a heauy iudgement is pꝛepared fo2 the 
Pope t Papiſts that are the executoꝛs of ſo many deteſtable 

murdcrs 
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murders. Chʒiſt alwaics taught obedience and patience: the 
Pope inſtrudeth to wꝛath and rebellion.Chailt perſwaded to 
charitie and loue: the Pope commandeth hatred and malice, 
Chꝛiſt gaue his Apoltles power, and himlelfe bought many 
tolife: but the Pope and his Pꝛelats baing many to death, 
and pet foꝛſoth is he not aſhamed to call himfelfe Chꝛiſtes 
chiefe Uiccar on earth, which is intollerable blaſphemp. But 
ſome may chaunce to ſap, pou charge the Pope deepely, but 
who can pou ſav he hath murdered oz ſought to murder, but 
I thinke he was boꝛne both deafe and blind that would aſke 
ſuch a queſtion, being a thing ſo manifeſtly knowne, what 
attempts was giuen by his wicked commandement to mur⸗ 
der our moſt gracious Nueene ( whole life God long pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue) to ſtirre rebellion againſt her, to inuade her land, and 
to rote out religion from among vs: If the topes of heauen, 
and treaſure on earth, nught at a Popes woꝛd be giuen, there 
was large pꝛomiſes made of both vnto thoſe that would per⸗ 
loꝛme it: foz which cauſe ſo many ſhaueling pꝛieſtes and o⸗ 
ther, haue aduentered their neckes euen to the diſperſing of 
their very quarters. 

Was it not alſo actounted a moſt holy woꝛke and meri⸗ 
toꝛious to ſaluation to take away the life of the Pꝛince of 
Oꝛange, and the murderer canonized- fo? ſo vile a fact. 

Did not alſo a Dominican ſryer moſt traiterouſlp mur- 
der the late deceaſed French Ning, at the perſwaſion ol that 
holy father, who gaue him not onely free pardon fo? the fact, 
but allo bleſſed him foꝛ the ſame : but in the ſcriptures wee 
finde, that none can foꝛgiue ſinnes but God alone, by which 
argument the Pope pꝛoueth him ſelfe to be God, making the 
death of our Sauiour of none effect, Many moꝛe examples 
could J bing fo2th of the like popiſh holy wozkes, But al- 
though the Pape with all his traitoꝛous company, doe con- 
ſpire and dayly ſerke the ſubuerſion of true religion by bloud 
and murder vet there is no doubt but that the L oꝛd wil bꝛing 
their deuiſes to nought, and caſt them ſelues in the pitte that 
they digged fo2 others, euen as it came to paſſe by theſe trai⸗ 


toʒs.

After their conleſſion, and their intent made knowne, the 
King gaue o2der that they ſhould be all thz& hanged in ſuch 
apparrel as their p2ofeſſion did require, that is to ſap, tho two 
Fryers in thegarments of Fryers,and accoꝛding to the oꝛ⸗ 
ver of Franciſcans, and the pꝛieſt in the apparrell of a pꝛieſt, 
that their hipocriſie might be knowne to all people, and the 
wicked harts which they boze againſt his maieſtie, all which 
was done accozdingly, The Lord God kepe all kinges 
and pꝛinces from pcelding truſt either to the lalſhad of Fry- 
ers, oꝛ the peſtilent pꝛactiſes of popiſh pꝛieſtes, and graunt all 
chꝛiſtians grace to ſhunne as wel the abhominable doctrine, 
as to auoide the daunger of their bloudp handes. 

They of Paris are dꝛiuen to great extrenutie, ſo that 
a quarter of a hoꝛſe is wozth fiftie crownes , the fleſh of 
Alles is god meate with them, bzead is at an vnreaſonable 
rate, and the people haue attempted diuers times muti- 
nies in the Towne , foz that they finde they doe their 
Ling iniurpy, and are not able to reſiſt any time at all, 
it the King thould but thinke to requite the leaſt of the iniu- 
ries offered him: but he whole eye is alwaies cleared with 
the water of mercy, doth withhold his hand: but take herde 
thou Paris , and remember the great and moft cruel 
maſlacre,thatwas in the pꝛactiſed, and put in execution on 
Bartholomew dap, in the yeare of our Lo2de God a thou⸗ 
ſand five hundꝛeth ſeuentie and two, being the wedding 
day of this moſt woꝛthy Pꝛince then Ning of Nauarre: the 
bloud of thoſe innocents is not yet reuenged. The Loꝛd in 
his mercp cauſe thoſe bloud ſuckers to repent, to know and 
confeſſe that he hath pꝛeſerued this moſt wozthyÞP? ince, fo2 
the better enlarging ol his Goſpell, to be a wo2zthy follower 
of our moſt famous King, King Henry the eight, in pulling 
down of Papiſtry, and all their diueliſh deuiſes. 

They baze ſent out their letters to the Duke de Maine 
fo2 his aide, the which letters the King hath taken with the 
parties that were ſent with them, and after the King had 
perufed and vnderſtod their intent, he ſcnt away the letters 
together with the meſſenger, expecting the coming of _ 


which was nundered at the maſſakar. in — is com 
ming toward the King with foure thouſand men, two thou⸗ 
tand hoꝛſe, and two thouſand fate, whereby the pꝛwe of the 
enimp is much abated and thoſe on the Kinges ſide wonders 
fully mcouraged,as alſo by the taking of two cities in the 
ſame countrie, as hereaſter is expꝛeſſed. 

Barſiles is a great, ſtrung. andrich Citie on the ſea 
coaſt, gouerned by the townes: men; but pet vnder the 
French King: the which Citie of Marlen dw holve fo2 the 
league, but Mounſieur della Valetta who is Llefetenant 
foz the King in P2ouence, kept diuers Gallies on the ſea be⸗ 
foe the ſaide to controll ſuch ſhips oꝛ other veſſelles 
02 goe that wap, tu benefit the — 
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tt day, eme fo2tte;, and — and ſome leſe, twke oꝛ⸗ 
e _ 


lend Gallies thtther in ſheßw to clonſe the ſeas, but they were 
to bzing with them ther thouſawd ſouldiers that ſhould vpon 
a ſuddaine be landed there at time appointed, and to ſeize vp- 
pon the citie,to the Ringe of @paines vie. 

Whrhich Gallies came from Spaine and Sanop with 
the ſonidiers,and had it not bene that the ſecond Pagiſtrate 
who was a god ſirbiect and a right French man to his Ling, 
take vpon him to goe and view the watch, in the which 
view he met with diners Barriners,anddemaunding what 
they were, they cryed out + defired him to pꝛouide, foꝛ that 
there were a great many Spaniards landed, whereupon he 
commanded the toumes men pꝛeſently to arme themſelues, 
and going a litle further, light on the company where the 
chiefe goucrnour of the towne was, taking oder with the e- 
nimie fo: the entring of the towne, the which he vnderſtan⸗ 
ding and being welt pꝛouided, charged the Dꝛumme to ſound 
and ſo ſet vpon the „ and flew a great munber 
of them, and toke the gouernour pꝛiſoner with the reſt that 
were with him, and haue peelded to hold the towne foz the 
z 

Pozeouer Mon ſieur d Eguedieres who is alſo the kings 
Lieftenant in the Dolfinathath taken the citie of Granoble, 
and holdeth it foz the king, who hath made pzoclamation 
that all men within the ſame citie map vie their conſcience 
ꝙ—— — 

gray Fryers ol Senlis with many of the citizens 
—— — deliner it into 
the Leagners handes, cauſed many Captaines of the Lea- 
guersto come thither, appareled like countrie men, hauing 
each of them a baſket full of Cheries — 
as though they were men to ſell Cheries, Who were recet- 
ued by the ſad gray Fryers into their Bonaſterie , where 
they had gathered together great pꝛouiſion 


many 
taken, — barge ofthe „ 
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fellers,+ townes men that were trafforrs,abont ſenen ſcoze. 

The Duke of Aumarle and the Uidame of Amiens 
being deſirous to ioyne with the Duke de Mayne, who had 
in their company, all p foꝛtes that was ſent to the ſaiv Duke 
de Mayne, out of Picarty, were met with by the Lode 
Iumieges, who diſcomfitcd them, and flew of them about 
tinte thouſand, amongſt which was ſlaine the ſaide Vidame 
of Amiens, and the Duke de Aumarle fled into Amiens. 

The Uicecount of Tauanes, deſirous alſo to ioine his 
ſoꝛces with the Duke de Mayne, went out of Roane, and 
was met withall by the Earle of Saint Paule, who diC- 
comfptedhim, where the ſaide Uicecount loſt many of his 
men, and he himlelfe, as the repoꝛt goeth, was taken 4 hurt. 

Twelue of the chiefe and as the letters ſap, the wiſeſt 
within the citie of NRoane, allembled together in a houſe, and 
purpoſed to ſend to the King, offring to deliuer him the citie, 
but being eſpied by the aduerſaries part, they were taken 
pziſoners, whereupon all the friendes and kinſfolke of the 
ſatde pꝛiſoners did riſe againft the reft of the towne, who doe 
as pet remaine in great contronerfie ſoꝛ the ſame, 

Thus as pou heare hath the Lozde bleſſed the Ringes 
Pateſtie with p2oſperitie and god ſucceſſe, in ſo much that 
there is great hope of a generall ſubmiſſion th2ough the 
whole realine of Fraumte, perteiuing that in vaine they nou⸗ 
rich contention, to woꝛke their owne woe: and knowing 
that his Maieſtie rather ſeeketh to winne by favour then 
fozce.they are now taught by experience, that it is better to 
embzace the one, then to be vtterly ſpoiled by the other:fo2 all 
their ſtrife and rebellion hath got them nothing but ſoꝛrolo 
andaricfe., with dearth and famine, to the deſtruction of 
them ſelues and their cormtrie. 

The Lo:d in mercy turne their hartes, and giue them 
grace to haue a feeling oſ their offences, knowing that the 
wath of God is euer againſt all traitours and rebels, And 
— — from the peri⸗ 

pzactiſes Fryers and diſſembling traitours, 
en V r Amen.
